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David Jayne Hill 

is one of the foremost authorities upon international law 
now living. He has served the United States as Ambas- 
sador to Germany and Minister to Switzerland and The 
Netherlands, and was Assistant Secretary of State 
from 1898 to 1903. His writings include A History of 
European Diplomacy and Impressions of the Kaiser. 

Edward S. Corwin 

is professor in the Department of History, Politics, and 
Economics of Princeton University. His volume on 
National Supremacy dealing with the relation of the 
national treaty-making power to the police power of 
the State received general commendation as has his 
more recent work on French Policy and the American 
Alliance of 1778. 

Roland G. Usher 

is Professor of History at Washington University, St. 
Louis, Mo. His published works include The Rise and 
Fall of the High Commission, The Rise of the American 
People, and Pan-Germanism. 

Earle Remington, 

President of the Aeronautical Society of California, 
formulated a plan for aircraft patrol of the Pacific coast 
and Mexican border, which was endorsed by Maj.-Gen. 
Bell and sent to the War Department. At the Citizens 
Training Camp at Monterey in 1916, Mr. Remington 
loaned his personal airplanes, employed aviators and 
mechanics, and trained fifty-five men for the Govern- 
ment.
